‘The riot occurred near the Canal, 
street bern, as 400 strike-breakers, ¢s- 


corted by 50 policemen, marched to 


the building. As the marchers neared 
the barn, more than 500 striking car- 
men, armed wiih sticks, bricks and 
other heavy objects rushed them. 

Fist fights, club attacks; and brick 
i throwing developed and a free-for-all 


fight resulted, with police helpless, 
fearing to shoot into the mass of men. 

Pistols, however, were fired fre- 
quently although police were unable to 
say whether they were in the hands 
of the strikers, or strike-breakers. 

After a full half hour of battling, 
police began to disperse the crowd with 
night sticks, and it was then that 
Molinary was discovered, lying in the 
street. 

Many others were hurt, although | 
none seriously, a rough check showed. | 
A number suffered cuts about the head 
and body, requiring treatment. 

Superintendent of Police Theodore 
Ray declared that his men were pre- 
pared to meet the striking men “on 
the samé ground.” He told union of- 
ficials late in the day that “if the 
strikers are peaceful, the police will 
be peaceful. If the strikers adopt 
methods of violence, police will re- 
taliate.”’

Warren Sanders, 28, of 616 Me-

is in Grady hospital in a dying con- 
dition, and Hayward Sanders, 18, who 
lived. with his brother, is being held 
at police station without bond.

| south. 

When Davis was retained as a 
member of the Hoover cabinet it was 
a surprise to the political observers 
here, until it became understood that 
he was only to held office until he 
started his race for the gubernatorial 
in Pennsylvania. This 
the fact that during the 
pre-convention campaign Davis was 
anything but a Hoovercrat, in fact 
attacked the then secretary of com- 
merce in several rather bitter 
speeches. During the actual cam- 
paign for the presidency, however, 
he was “regular” and did all he could 
to defeat Al Smith.

Making Farmer Felt. 

“By the long arm of his own or- 
ganization the farmer can reach out 
over his own line fences and make 
himself felt in the markets of the 
world. By organization, the farmer 
can aid in bringing his production 
within the limits of demand. By or- 
ganization, the farmer can help to 
eliminate the farm problem; to win 
his own place in the sun of economic 
equality; and having won it, hold it 
against all the changing vicissitudes 
of the future. 

“To assist in this organization, to 
prevent seasonal surpluses from glut- 
ting the market, and to take the farm 
problem out of the realm of politics 
into the realm of economics, where it 
can be fairly met—this is the aim of 
the farm relief bill.” 

The trend of population from the 
farm to industry likewise fails to 
alarm him, Secretary Hyde said. 
“Shifting of population is not a new 
phenomenon, it has been in progress 
in America for a hundred years and 
has been accompanied by a rising 
standard of living. The mber of 
farmers engaged in agriculture is not 
the main consideration,” he said. “We 
are not primarily concerned with num- 
bers. We seek happier and more 
prosperous homes. It is no service to 
the farm family to keep it on the 
land at the cost of a declining stand- 
ard of living. Nor is it a service to 
the state.” 

Team Work Is Answer. 

If the farmer finds that he can 
obtain better education and improve 
his own condition by enlisting in the 
ranks of industry, it is the business 
of the state only to keep open the door 
that he may do so, the secretary de- 
clared. NSuecess of the farm bill, he 
said, depends upon team work between 
the federal farm board and the farm 
co-operatives, with whose aid the leg- 
islation was designed and = around 
whom it is built.

The chief danger, Dr. Kegel said, 


is from ice boxes which operate from 
a central plant. The pressure required 


te service these boxes, he added, is 
such as to constitute a real danger 
should leaks develop. He _ thought 


there was virtually no danger from 
iee boxes having individual ice-mak- 
ing units. It was Dr. Keyer’s opinion 
that faulty installation was responsi- 
ble for most of the deaths. 

Danger Denied, 

Spokesmen for the refrigerator com- 
panies disagreed with Dr. Kegel con- 
cerning the lethal] qualities of methyl! 
chloride gas in the cooling units. They 
said experiments had been conducted 
showing that guinea pigs lived for 
38 days breathing the gas without any 
apparent ill effects. They said, too, 
that many employes of the refrigera- 
tor companies worked daily with the 
gas witheut harm. 

“It is known to the company. that 
there have been cases of iilnegs in Chi- 
cago and also some deatis which, in 
the opinion of certain people, have 
heen due to methyl chloride.

Henley, England, July 4.--—(®)— 
Two American crews celebrating the 
national holiday far from home, rowed 
to impressive victories today in the 
famed Henley regatta on the Thames. 

In the holiday scene of gay and 
exeited erowds and bright weather, 
the crack eight of Columbia university 
swept past Kingston with a _ well- 
timed last minute spurt that gave the 
Americans a one-length final margin

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> (PONCARE'S CABINET 
FACES HARD SAILING 


Effort to Overthrow Official 
Based Supposedly on 
Trivial Slapping. 


BY SAMUEL DASHIELL, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Paris, July 4.—(United News.)— 

Premier Raymond Poincare’s cabinet 
was in extremely rough water tonight 
as a result of several political develop- 
ments, but principally because of con- 
troversy over the reservaiions to rati- 
fication of the war debt accord with 
the United States. 

The chamber of deputies finance 
commission voted 17 to 16 to include 
the reservation making Il ranee's war 
debt payments dependent on r- 
many s reparations payments in the 
accord. As a result Deputy Pietri, 
chairman of the commission, resigned. 
He contended that the reservation 


should follow the accord, but should’ 


not be included in the measure by 
which the chamber is expected to au- 
thorize the government to decree rati- 
fication of. British and American ac- 
cords. 

Socialist Is Elected. . 

Deputy Palmade, a radical socialist, 
was elec ‘ted to succeed Pietri, but the 
commission’s action made more defi- 
nite the cleavage between the cham- 
ber and the cabinet. The commission's 
decision was absolute coatrary to. the 
gevernment’s views 

The second danger which the’ cabi- 
net is facing grew out of a trivial 
incident, but revealed the solid front 
of the radicals in their determination 
to overthrow Poincare’s government. 
The incident involved whether Police 
Chief Chiappe,-of Paris, was slapped 
by a former service man during the 
recent anti-ratification demonstrations 
at the tomb of the unknown soldier. 

The chamber of deputies—with a 
large number of members talking an- 
grily against the cabinet—apparently 
is seeking to overthrow the govern- 
ment on a secondary domestic issue 
to avoid international reaction to de- 
feat of the premier on a question like 
the debt accords ratification. 

Gest for Cabinet. 

It appears that the chamber has 
found in the Chiappe incident suffti- 
cient grounds for overthrowing Poin- 
care. The left radical leader, Dep- 
uty Dorman, leader of a group ‘of ex- 
service men in the chamber, declared 
publicly that Chiappe > was slapped, 
but hoth the police chief and Minister 
of Interior Andre ‘Tardieu denied it. 
Dorman said he will question the gov- 
ernment on Tardieu’s denial and the 
chamber must decide the date of in- 
terpellation Friday. The test for the 
cabinet will come on that date. 

The entire affair depends on 
whether Tardieu takes the objection 
ef Dorman seriously, for 20 radicals 
are ready to vote against the govern- 
ment, as are most of the ex-seryice 
men. 

The socialists and radical 
ists meanwhile will hokl further 
sions to determine fully their 
tion on ratification of ihe debt ac- 
cords. The radical socialists have 
voted to favor ratification with reser- 
vations, but the socialists are unable 
to agree on whether to accept ratifi- 
eation even with reservations. They 
have decided, however, definitely to 
oppose the ratification motion as now 
favored by the government.
